AN ACT

To repeal sections 301.080;-301.192,°301.215, 301.300,:301.340; 301.370 and 301.711, RSMo
1994, sections 301.020, '301.030, 301.129, 301.131, 301.132, 301.142, 301.145,
301.441, 301.443, 301.444, 301.445, 301.447, 301.448, 301.449, 301.451, 301.453,
301.454, 301.456, 301.457, 301.458, 301.459, 301.461, 301.462, 301.463, 301.464,
301.465, 301.466, 301.467, 301.468, 301.469, 301.471, 301.472, 301.564 and 301.800,
RSMo Supp. 1999, and both versions of sections 301.064, 301.130 and 301.144 asthey
appear in RSMo Supp. 1999, relating to motor vehicle license plates, and to enact inlieu
thereof seventy-five new sections relating to the same subject, with penalty provisions.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the state of Missouri, as follows:

SectionA. Sections301.080, 301.192, 301.215, 301.300, 301.340, 301.370and 301.711,
RSMo0 1994, sections301.020, 301.030, 301.129, 301.131, 301.132, 301.142, 301.145, 301.441,
301.443, 301.444, 301.445, 301.447, 301.448, 301.449, 301.451, 301.453, 301.454, 301.456,
301.457, 301.458, 301.459, 301.461, 301.462, 301.463, 301.464, 301.465, 301.466, 301.467,
301.468, 301.469, 301.471, 301.472, 301.564 and 301.800, RSMo Supp. 1999, and both
versions of sections 301.064, 301.130 and 301.144 as they appear in RSMo Supp. 1999, are
repealed and seventy-five new sections enacted in lieu thereof, to be known as sections 301.020,
301.030, 301.064, 301.080, 301.129, 301.130, 301.131, 301.132, 301.142, 301.144, 301.145,
301.192, 301.215, 301.300, 301.340,301.370, 301.437, 301.438, 301.441, 301.443, 301.444,
301.445, 301.447, 301.448, 301.449, 301.451, 301:453, 301.454, 301.456, 301.457, 301.458,
301.459, 301.461, 301.462, 301.463, 301.464, 301.465, 301.466, 301.467, 301.468, 301.469,
301.471, 301.472, 301.473, 301.474, 301.475, 301.476, 301.478, 301.479, 301.480, 301.481,
301.564, 301.711, 301.800, 301.3030, 301.3031, 301.3035, 301.3037, 301.3039, 301.3042,
301.3043, 301.3048, 301.3051, 301.3053, 301.3055, 301.3057, 301.3059, 301.3060, 301.3061,
301.3062, 301.3064, 301.3065, 301.3070, 301.3071, and 301.3072, to read as follows:

301.020. 1. Every owner of amotor vehicleor trailer, which shall be operated or driven
upon the highways of thisstate, except asherein otherwise expressly provided, shall annually file,
by mail or otherwise, in the office of the director of revenue, an application for registration on a
blank to be furnished by the director of revenue for that purpose containing:

EXPLANATION — Matter enclosed in bold faced brackets[thus] in thisbill isnot enacted and isintended
to be omitted in the law.



(1) A brief description of the motor vehicleor trailer to beregistered, including the name
of the manufacturer, the vehicle identification number, the amount of motive power of the motor
vehicle, stated in figures of horsepower and whether the motor vehicle is to be registered as a
motor vehicle primarily for business use as defined in section 301.010;

(2) The name, the applicant's identification number and address of the owner of such
motor vehicle or trailer;

(3) The gross weight of the vehicle and the desired load in pounds if the vehicle is a
commercial motor vehicle or trailer.

2. If thevehicleisamotor vehicle primarily for business use asdefined in section 301.010
and if such vehicleisfive years of age or less, the director of revenue shall retain the odometer
information provided in the vehicle inspection report, and provide for prompt access to such
information, together-withthe vehicle identification number for the motor vehicle to which such
information pertains, for a period of five years after the receipt,of such information. This section
shall not apply unless:

(1) The application for the vehicle's certificate of ownersnip was submitted after July 1,
1989; and

(2) The certificate was issued pursuant to a manufacturer's statement of origin.

3. Ifthevehicleisany motor vehicle other than amotor vehicle primarily for businessuse,
a recreational motor vehicle, motorcycle, motortricycle, bus or any commercial motor vehicle
licensed for over twelve thousand pounds and if such motor vehicle is five years of age or less,
the director of revenue shall retain the odometer information provided in the vehicle inspection
report, and providefor prompt accessto suchinformation, together with the vehicleidentification
number for the motor vehicle to which such information pertains, for a period of five years after
the receipt of such information. This-subsection shall not apply unless:

(1) The application for the vehicle's certificate of ownership was submitted after July 1,
1990; and

(2) The certificate was issued pursuant to a manufacturer's statement of origin.

4. If the vehicle qualifies as a reconstructed motor vehicle, motor change vehicle,
specially constructed motor vehicle, non-USA-std motor vehicle, as defined in section 301.010,
the owner or lienholder shall surrender the certificate of ownership. The owner shall make an
application for a new certificate of ownership, pay the required title fee, and obtain the vehicle
examination certificate required pursuant to section 301.190. [Notarized] Billsof salealong with
acopy of thefront and back of the certificate of ownership for all major component partsinstalled
onthe vehicle and invoicesfor all essential partswhichare not defined as major component parts
shall accompany the application for a new certificate of ownership. If the vehicle is a specially
constructed motor vehicle, as defined in section 301.010, two pictures of the vehicle shal be
submitted with the application. If thevehicleisakit vehicle, the applicant shall submit theinvoice
and the manufacturer's statement of origin on the kit. If the vehicle requires the issuance of a
special number by the director of revenue or a replacement vehicle identification number, the
applicant shall submit the required application and application fee. All applications required
[under] pur suant to this subsection shall be submitted with any applicable taxes which may be
due onthe purchase of the vehicle or parts. Thedirector of revenue shall appropriately designate
"Reconstructed Motor Vehicle", "Motor Change Vehicle", "Non-USA-Std Motor Vehicle', or
"Specially Constructed Motor Vehicle" onthe current and all subsequent issues of the certificate
of ownership of such vehicle.



5. Every insurance company which pays a claim for repair of a motor vehicle which as
the result of such repairs becomes a reconstructed motor vehicle as defined in section 301.010
shall in writing notify the claimant, if [he] such person is the owner of the vehicle, and the
lienholder if alienisin effect, that [he] such person isrequired to surrender the certificate of
ownership, and the documents and fees required pursuant to subsection 3 of this section, to the
director of revenue. The insurance company shall within thirty days of the payment of such
claims report to the director of revenue the name and address of such claimant, the year, make,
model, vehicle identification number, and license plate number of the vehicle, and the date of loss
and payment.

6. Anyone who failsto comply with the requirements of this section shall be guilty of a
class B misdemeanor.

301.030. 1. Thedirector shall provide for the retention of license plates by the owners
of motor vehicles, other than commercial ‘motor vehicles, and shall establish a system of
registration on a monthly series basis to distribute the work of registering motor vehicles as
uniformly as practicable throughout the twelve months of the calendar year. For the purpose of
assigning license plate numbers, each type of motor vehicle shall be considered a separate class.
Commencing July 1, 1949, motor vehicles, other than commercial motor vehicles, shall be
registered for a period of twelve consecutive calendar months. There are established twelve
registration periods, each of which shall start on thefirst day of each calendar month of the year
and shall end on the last date of the twelfth month from the date of beginning.

2. Motor vehicles, other than commercial motor vehicles, operated for thefirst time upon
the public highways of this state, to and including the fifteenth day of any given month, shall be
subject to registration and payment of afeefor the twelve-month period commencing thefirst day
of the month of such operation; motor vehicles,-other-than commercial motor vehicles, operated
for the first time on the public highways of this state after the fifteenth day of any given month
shall be subject to registration and payment of afeefor the twelve-month period commencing the
first day of the next following calendar month.

3. All commercial motor vehicles and trailers, except those licensed under section
301.035 and those operated under agreements as provided for in sections 301.271 to 301.279,
shall be registered either on a calendar year basis or on a prorated basis as provided in this
section. The fees for commercia motor vehicles, trailers, semitrailers, and driveaway vehicles,
other than those to be operated under agreements as provided for in sections 301.271 to 301.279
shall be payable not later than the last'day of February of each year, except when such vehicleis
licensed between April first and July first the fee shall be three-fourths the annual fee, when
licensed between July first and October first the fee shall be one-half the annual fee and when
licensed on or after October first the fee shall be one-fourth the annual fee. Such license plates
shall be made with fully reflective material with a common color scheme and design, shall be
clearly visible at night, and shall be aesthetically attractive, as prescribed by section 301.130.
Local commercial motor vehicle license plates shall also be so stamped, marked or designed as
to indicate they are to be used only on local commercial motor vehicles and, in addition to such
stamp, mark or design, the letter "F' shall also be displayed on local commercial motor vehicle
license plates issued to motor vehicles used for farm or farming transportation operations as
defined in section 301.010 in the manner prescribed by the advisory committee established in
section 301.129. In addition, all commercial motor vehicle license plates shall be so stamped or
marked with a letter, figure or other emblem as to indicate the gross weight for which issued.



4. Notwithstanding any other provisionsof thelaw tothe contrary any commercial
motor vehiclelicensed for eighteen thousand poundsgr ossweight which isissued a special
or personalized license plate shall beregistered for a period of twelve consecutive months
as determined by the director of revenue.

[4.] 5. Thedirector shall, upon application, issue registration and license plates for nine
thousand pounds gross weight for property-carrying commercial motor vehicles referred to
herein, upon payment of the feesprescribed for twelve thousand poundsgrossweight asprovided
in section 301.057.

[301.064. 1. Theannual registration fee for aland improvement contractors
commercial motor vehicle is three hundred and fifty dollars. The maximum gross
weight for which such a vehicle may be registered is seventy-three thousand two
hundred and-eighty pounds. - Transporting for hire by such a motor vehicle is
prohibited.

2. Upon application to the director of revenue accompanied by an affidavit
signed by the owner or owners stating that the motor vehicle to be licensed asaland
improvement contractors commercial motor vehicle shall not be operated in any
manner other than as prescribed in section 301.010, and by the amount of the
registration fee prescribed in subsection 1 of this section, and otherwise complying
with the laws relating to the registration and licensing of motor vehicles, the owner
or owners shall be issued a distinctive set of land improvement contractors' license
plates. Thedirector of revenue shall by regulation determinethecharacteristicfeatures
of land improvement contractors license plates so that they may be readily identified
as such.]

301.064. 1. Theannual registrationfeefor-atand improvement contractors commercial
motor vehicle is three hundred and fifty dollars. The maximum gross weight for which such a
vehicle may be registered is eighty thousand pounds. Transporting for hire by such a motor
vehicle is prohibited.

2. Upon applicationto the director of revenue accompanied by[an affidavit] a statement
signed by theowner or ownersstating that the motor vehicleto belicensed asaland improvement
contractors commercial motor vehicle shall not be operated in any manner other than as
prescribed in section 301.010, and by the amount of the registration fee prescribed [above] in
subsection 1 of this section, and otherwise complying with the laws relating to the registration
and licensing of motor vehicles, the ewner.or owners shall be issued a set of land improvement
contractors licenseplates. Theadvisory committeeestablishedin section 301.129 shall determine
the characteristic features of land improvement contractors' license plates so that they may be
readily identified as such, except that such license plates shall be made with fully reflective
material with a common color scheme and design, shall be clearly visible at night, and shall be
aesthetically attractive, as prescribed by section 301.130. [Any rule or portion of a rule
promulgated pursuant to sections 301.010, 301.057, 301.058, and 301.064 may be suspended by
the committee on administrative rules until such time as the general assembly may by concurrent
resolution reinstate such rule.]

3. Noruleor portion of arulepromulgated pur suant totheauthority of thissection
shall become effectiveunlessit hasbeen promulgated pur suant totheprovisionsof chapter
536, RSMo.



301.080. 1. Uponapplicationfor registration of amotor vehicle, other thanacommercial
motor vehicle, by an owner who holds license plates in aregistration period which has expired,
the director shal register said vehicle for the fraction of the twelve-month period
as will enable the owner to use the license plates so held [by him], and [he] the owner shall be
required to pay a fee computed on the basis of one-twelfth of the full year's registration fee
prescribed for such vehicles, multiplied by the number of months remaining in the registration
period for which [he] the owner shall be required to register. When the registration renewal is
subject to the delinquent renewal penalty imposed by section 301.050, the owner shall file [an
affidavit] a statement of nonoperation for the months during which the license plates were
expired or pay the full twelve-month registration fee.

2. For new vehicles, other than commercial motor vehicles, not previoudly registered in
this state, the fee shall be.computed on the basis of one-twelfth of the full year'sregistration fee
prescribed for such vehicles, multiplied by the number of months of the current registration year
which have not fully expired on the date of application: When ownership of a nonregistered
vehicle, other than a commercial motor vehicle, which has not been previously operated on the
public highways during the current registration year, istransferred, the registration fee to be paid
by transferee shall be computed as provided above for new vehicles, providing a satisfactory
[affidavit] statement of such nonoperation is filed with the department of revenue. Inthe case
of anew vehicle, avehicle not previoudly registered in Missouri, or avehiclewhichistransferred,
the legal date of application for registration shall be the date on which such vehicle was first
operated on the public highways after it was acquired by the applicant; provided, however, if the
bill of sale is dated prior to the date the vehicle was placed in operation, the applicant must file
[an affidavit] a statement of nonoperation, providedthelater dateisfractiona inthecomputation
of the registration fee.

301.129. [Thereisestablished in this section an advisory committee for the department
of revenue, which shall exist solely to develop uniform designs and common colors for motor
vehicle license plates issued under this chapter and to determine appropriate license plate
parameters for all license plates issued under this chapter. The advisory committee may adopt
more than one type of design and color scheme for license plates issued under this chapter;
however, each license plate of a distinct type shall be uniform in design and color scheme with
all other license platesof that distinct type. The specificationsfor thefully reflective material used
for the plates, asrequired by section 301.130; shall be determined by the committee. Such plates
shall meet any specific requirements-prescribed. in this chapter. The advisory committee shall
consist of the director of revenue, the superintendent of the highway patrol, the correctional
enterprises administrator, one person appointed by the governor, one state senator appointed by
the president pro tem of the senate and one state representative appointed by the speaker of the
house of representatives. Prior to April 1, 1996, the committee shall meet, select achairmanfrom
among their members, and develop uniform design and license plate parameters for the motor
vehiclelicense platesissued under thischapter. Prior to determining thefinal design of the plates,
the committee shall hold at least three public meetings in different areas of the state to invite
public input on the final design. Members of the committee shall be reimbursed for their actual
and necessary expensesincurred in the performance of their dutiesunder this section out of funds
appropriated for that purpose. The committee shall direct the director of revenue to implement
its final design of the uniform motor vehicle license plates and any specific parameters for all
license plates developed by the committee not later than April 1, 1996. The committee shall be



dissolved upon completion of its duties under this section.]

1. There is hereby established an advisory committee for the department of
revenue, which shall exist to develop guidelines for the issuance of special personalized
motor vehicle plates pursuant to this chapter. The advisory committee shall adopt
guidelinesto be used by the director of revenue, which shall include the following:

(1) Thetypesof publicor privateentities, organizationsor societieswhich shall be
allowed to have their emblem or other symbol on a license plate;

(2) Thetypeof design allowable for, and the general specifications of, an emblem
or other symbol on alicenseplate. The allowable design and specifications of any emblem
or symbol shall not unduly conflict with the overall unifor mity of thedesign or color of, or
the materialsused in, standard license plates;

(3) Recommendationsasto the number of specialized license platesthat should be
requested befor e such platesar eissued; and

(4) Recommendationsastothetotal number of license platesthat should beissued
containing any specific emblem or other symbol of a public or private entity, organization
or society.

2. The guidelines developed by the committee shall include denial criteria for
specialized or personalized plates are considered obscene, profane, inflammatory or
contrary to public policy. The director shall have the authority to deny or recall any
emblem or logo pursuant to denial criteria that is deemed to be obscene, profane,
inflammatory or contrary to public policy.

3. Theadvisory committee shall consist of the following:

(1) Thedirector of the department of revenue or the director's designes;

(2) Thedirector of the department-of public safety or director's designeg;

(3) Thedirector of the department of correctionsor director's designeg,

(4) One person appointed by the governor;

(5) One state senator appointed by the president pro tem of the senate; and

(6) One state representative appointed by the speaker of the house of
repr esentatives.

3. Before November 1, 2000, the committee shall meet and select a chairman from
among itsmembers. Before deter mining the guidelines, the committee shall hold at least
three public meetings in different areas of the state to invite public input on the final
design. Members of the committee shall be reimbursed for their actual and necessary
expensesincurred in the performance of their duties pursuant to thissection out of funds
appropriated for that purpose. The committee may use the services of the employeesand
staff of the depar tment of r evenue subject totheappr oval of thedirector of the department
of revenue. The committee shall direct thedirector of revenuetoimplement itsguidelines
for all specialized license plates not later than July 1, 2001.

[301.130. 1. Thedirector of revenue, upon receipt of a proper application
for registration, required fees and any other information which may be required by
law, shall issue to the applicant a certificate of registration in such manner and form
asthedirector of revenue may prescribe and a set of license plates, or other evidence
of registration, as provided herein. Each set of license plates shall bear the name or
abbreviated name of this state, the words "Show-Me State", the month and year in
whichtheregistration shall expire, and an arrangement of numbersor letters, or both,



as shall be assigned from year to year by the director of revenue. Specia plates for
qualified disabled veterans will have the "DISABLED VETERAN" wording on the
license plates in preference to the words "Show-Me State”" and special plates for
members of the national guard will have the "NATIONAL GUARD" wording in
preference to the words "Show-Me State".

2. Thearrangement of letters and numbers of license plates shall be uniform
throughout each classification of registration.

3. The background of all license plates, or the letters and numerals thereof,
shall be coated with a material which will reflect the lights of other vehicles. The
nature and specifications of thismaterial shall be determined after a public hearing by
the director of revenue, director of prison industries, and superintendent of the state
highway patrol; and shall meet the standards established by the state transportation
department.

4. Figures on license plates, except those'which may be used to designate
gross weights for which commercial motor vehicles are registered, shall not be less
than three inches in height and the strokes thereof not less than five-sixteenths of an
inch in width. In the case of motorcycles and motortricycles, the letters and figures
shall be not less than one inch in height and the strokes thereof one-eighth of aninch
inwidth. The director may provide for the arrangement of the numbersin groups or
otherwise, and for other distinguishing marks on the plates.

5. All property-carrying commercial motor vehiclesto be
registered at a gross weght. in excess of twelve thousand pounds, all
passenger-carrying commercia motor vehicles, local transit buses, school buses,
trailers, semitrailers, motorcycles, -motortricycles, motorscooters and driveaway
vehicles shall be registered with the director of revenue as provided for in subsection
3 of section 301.030, but only one license plate shall be issued for each such vehicle.

6. The plates issued to manufacturers and dedlers shall bear the letter "D
preceding the number, and the director may place upon the plates other letters or
marksto distinguish commercial motor vehiclesand trailers and other types of motor
vehicles.

7. No motor vehicle or trailer shall be operated on any highway of this state
unlessit shall have displayed thereon the license plate or set of license plates issued
by the director of revenueand authorized by section 301.140. Each such plate shall
be securely fastened to the motor vehiclein amanner so that all partsthereof shall be
plainly visible and reasonably clean so that the reflective qualities thereof are not
impaired. License platesshall befastened to all motor vehiclesexcept trucks, tractors,
truck tractors or truck-tractors licensed in excess of twelve thousand pounds on the
front and rear of such vehicles not less than eight nor more than forty-eight inches
above the ground, with the letters and numbers thereon right side up. The license
plates on trailers, motorcycles, motortricycles and motorscooters shall be displayed
on the rear of such vehicles, with the letters and numbers thereon right side up. The
license plate on trucks, tractors, truck tractors or truck-tractorslicensed in excess of
twelve thousand pounds shall be displayed on the front of such vehicles not lessthan
eight nor morethan forty-eight inches above the ground, with the lettersand numbers



thereonright sideup. Thelicense plateor platesauthorized by section 301.140, when
properly attached, shall be primafacie evidence that the required fees have been paid.

8. (1) Thedirector of revenue shall issue annually a tab or set of tabs as
evidence of the annual payment of registration fees and the current registration of a
vehicle in lieu of the set of plates; except that the director shall annually issue a new
licenseplate or set of platesas provided inthissection for vehiclesregistered pursuant
to subsection 2 of section 301.277, commercial motor vehicles in excess of twelve
thousand pounds, trailers, buses and dealers.

(2) The vehicle owner to whom atab or set of tabsis issued shall affix and
display suchtab or tabs on the middle of the license plate, no more than one per plate.

(3) A tabor set of tabsissued by the director when attached to a vehicle in
the preseribed manner shall be primafacie evidence that-the registration fee for such
vehicle has beenpaid.

(4) Except as provided in subdivision (1) of this subsection, the director of
revenue shall issue plates for a period of at least five years.

(5) For those commercial motor vehiclesregistered pursuant to an agreement
under section 301.277, the plate issued by the director of revenue shall be a
permanent nonexpiring license plate for which no tabs shall beissued. Nothinginthis
section shall relievethe owner of any vehicle permanently registered under thissection
from the obligation to pay the annual registration fee due for the vehicle. The
permanent nonexpiring license plate shall be returned to the director of revenue upon
the sale or disposal of the vehicle by the owner to whom the permanent nonexpiring
license plate is issued, or the plate may be transferred to a replacement commercial
motor vehicle when the owner -files a-supplemental application with the Missouri
highway reciprocity commission for the registration of such replacement commercial
motor vehicle. Upon payment of the annual registration fee, the director of revenue
shall issue a certificate of registration or other suitable evidence of payment of the
annual fee, and such evidence of payment shall be carried at all timesin the vehicle for
which it isissued.

(6) Uponthesaleor disposal of any vehicle permanently registered under this
section, or upon the termination of a lease of any such vehicle, the permanent
nonexpiring plateissued for suchvehicle shall be returned to the director and shall not
bevalid for operationof suchvehicle, or the plate may betransferred to areplacement
vehicle when the owner files a supplemental application with the Missouri highway
reciprocity commission for the registration of such replacement vehicle. If avehicle
which is permanently registered under this section is sold, wrecked or otherwise
disposed of, or thelease terminated, the registrant shall be given credit for any unused
portion of the annual registration fee when the vehicle is replaced by the purchase or
lease of another vehicle during the registration year.

9. The director of revenue may prescribe rules and regulations for the
effective administration of this section. No rule or portion of a rule promulgated
under the authority of this section shall become effective unless it has been
promulgated pursuant to the provisions of section 536.024, RSMo.]

301.130. 1. Thedirector of revenue, uponreceipt of aproper applicationfor registration,
required feesand any other information which may berequired by law, shall issueto the applicant



acertificate of registration in such manner and form asthe director of revenue may prescribe and
a set of license plates, or other evidence of registration, as provided in this section. Unless
otherwise provided by law, each license plate or set of license platesissued, renewed or replaced
on or after January 1, 1997, shal contain the following:

(1) The name or abbreviated name of this state;

(2) Thewords"Show-Me State";

(3) The month and year in which the registration shal expire;

(4) Anarrangement of numbersor letters, or both, as shall be assigned from year to year
by the director of revenue; and

(5) Fully reflective material with a common color scheme and design for each type of
license plate issued under this chapter, which shall be designated by an advisory committee
established in section 301:129. The license plates shall be clearly visible at night, and shall be
aesthetically attractive. Except as otherwise providedinthis section, in addition to all other fees
required by law, [applicants for registration of vehicles with license plates that expire between
January 1, 1997, and December 31, 1997, applicants for registration of trailers or semitrallers
with license platesthat expire between January 1, 1997, and December 31, 1999, and] applicants
for registration of vehiclesthat are to be issued new license plates shall pay an additional fee of
up to two dollars and twenty-five cents, based on the actual cost of the reissuance, to cover the
cost of the fully reflective plates required by this subsection. [Notwithstanding the provisions of
subsection 3 of section 301.067 to the contrary, every license plate for a trailer or semitrailer
which is permanently registered under subsection 3 of section 301.067 shall be returned to the
director of revenue between January 1, 1997, and December 31, 1997, and alicense plate which
conforms to the provisions of this subsection issued as a replacement plate upon the payment of
aonedollar and fifteen cent fee per plateprescribed by this subdivision. The additional fee, based
on the actual cost, prescribed by this subdivision shall only be one dollar and fifteen cents for
issuance of one new plate for vehicles requiring only one license plate pursuant to subsection 5
or 7 of this section.] The additional fee of two dollars and twenty-five cents prescribed in this
subsection shall not be charged to persons receiving special license plates issued [under]
pur suant to section 301.073 or 301.443. [The department of revenue shall adopt a program
whereby al motor vehicle registrations renewed on or after January 1, 1997, will have
replacement reflective platesissued for such registration prior to January 1, 2000.] Special plates
for qualified disabled veterans will have the "DISABLED VETERAN" wording on the license
platesin preferenceto thewords" Show-Me State'* and special platesfor members of the national
guard will have the "NATIONAL GUARD" wording in preference to the words "Show-Me
State". Veterans plates shall have a white background with a blue and red configuration at the
discretion of the advisory committee established in section 301.129.

2. The arrangement of letters and numbers of license plates shall be uniform throughout
each classification of registration.

3. The competitive bidding process used to select a vendor for the materia to
manufacture the license plates shall consider the aesthetic appearance of the plates and the
reflectiveillumination capability for safety reasons. Theadvisory committeeestablished in section
301.129 shall adopt specificationsfor all reflective material. The competitive bidding request for
proposal shall contain adeduction in the amount of twenty-eight cents per plate from the cost of
the reflective sheeting. The committee may select graphic designs or any of the plate processes
approved on January 1, 1997.



4. Figureson license plates, except those which may be used to designate gross weights
for which commercial motor vehicles are registered, shal be of a size set by the advisory
committee established in section 301.129. Inthe case of motorcycles, motortricyclesand trailers
that are pulled by motorcycles or motortricycles, the letters and figures shall be of a size set by
the advisory committee. The advisory committee may provide for the arrangement of the
numbers in groups or otherwise, and for other distinguishing marks on the plates.

5. All property-carrying commercial motor vehiclesto beregistered at agrossweight in
excessof twelvethousand pounds, al passenger-carrying commercial motor vehicles, local transit
buses, school buses, trallers, semitrailers, motorcycles, motortricycles, motorscooters and
driveaway vehicles shall be registered with the director of revenue as provided for in subsection
3 of section 301.030, but only one license plate shall be issued for each such vehicle, except as
provided in this subsection. The applicant for registration of any property-carrying commercial
motor vehicle to be registered at-a gross weight in“excess of twelve thousand pounds or
passenger-carrying'commercial motor vehicle may request and be issued two license plates for
such vehicle, and if such plates are issued, the director of revenue may assess and collect an
additional charge from the applicant in an amount not to exceed the fee prescribed for
personalized license plates in subsection 1 of section 301.144.

6. The platesissued to manufacturers and dealers shal bear the letter "D" preceding the
number, and the advisory committee may require the placement upon the plates other letters or
marks to distinguish commercial motor vehicles and trailers and other types of motor vehicles.

7. No motor vehicleor trailer shall be operated on any highway of thisstate unlessit shall
have displayed thereon the license plate or set of license plates issued by the director of revenue
and authorized by section 301.140. Each such plate shall be securely fastened to the motor
vehicle in amanner so that all partsthereof-shall be plainly visible and reasonably clean so that
the reflective qualities thereof are not impaired. License plates shall be fastened to all motor
vehicles except trucks, tractors, truck tractors or truck-tractors licensed in excess of twelve
thousand pounds on the front and rear of such vehicles not less than eight nor more than
forty-eight inches above the ground, with the letters and numbers thereon right side up. The
license platesontrailers, motorcycles, motortricyclesand motorscooters shall bedisplayed onthe
rear of such vehicles, with the letters and numbers thereon right side up. The license plate on
buses, other than school buses, and on trucks, tractors, truck tractors or truck-tractors licensed
in excess of twelve thousand pounds shall be displayed on the front of such vehicles not lessthan
eight nor more than forty-eight inches above the ground, with the letters and numbers thereon
right side up, or if two plates are issued for the vehicle pursuant to subsection 5 of this section,
displayed in the same manner on the front and rear of such vehicles. The license plate or plates
authorized by section 301.140, when properly attached, shall be prima facie evidence that the
required fees have been paid.

8. (1) Thedirector of revenue shall issue annually atab or set of tabs as evidence of the
annual payment of registration fees and the current registration of a vehicle in lieu of the set of
plates.

(2) Thevehicle owner to whom atab or set of tabsisissued shall affix and display such
tab or tabs in the designated area of the license plate, no more than one per plate.

(3) Atabor set of tabsissued by the director when attached to avehiclein the prescribed
manner shall be prima facie evidence that the registration fee for such vehicle has been paid.

(4) Except asprovided in subdivision (1) of this subsection, the director of revenue shall



issue plates for a period of at least five years.

(5) For those commercial motor vehicles registered pursuant to an agreement [under]
pursuant to section 301.277, the plate issued by the director of revenue shall be a permanent
nonexpiring license plate for which no tabs shall be issued. Nothing in this section shall relieve
the owner of any vehicle permanently registered [under] pursuant to this section from the
obligation to pay the annual registration fee due for the vehicle. The permanent nonexpiring
license plate shall be returned to the director of revenue upon the sale or disposal of the vehicle
by the owner to whom the permanent nonexpiring license plate is issued, or the plate may be
transferred to a replacement commercial motor vehicle when the owner files a supplemental
application with the Missouri highway reciprocity commission for the registration of such
replacement commercial motor vehicle. Upon payment of theannual registrationfee, thedirector
of revenue shall issue acertificate of registration‘or other‘suitable-evidence of payment of the
annua fee, and such evidence of payment shall be carried-at all times in the vehicle for which it
isissued.

(6) Uponthesale or disposal of any vehicle permanently registered [under] pur suant to
this section, or upon the termination of alease of any such vehicle, the permanent nonexpiring
plate issued for such vehicle shall be returned to the director and shall not be valid for operation
of such vehicle, or the plate may be transferred to a replacement vehicle when the owner filesa
supplemental application with the Missouri highway reciprocity commission for the registration
of such replacement vehicle. If avehicle which is permanently registered [under] pursuant to
thissectionissold, wrecked or otherwise disposed of, or the lease terminated, the registrant shall
be given credit for any unused portion of the annual registration fee when the vehicle is replaced
by the purchase or lease of another vehicle during the registration year.

9. The director of revenue-may -prescribe rules and regulations for the effective
administration of this section.

10. [Any rule or portion of arule promulgated pursuant to this section may be suspended
by the joint committee on administrative rules if after hearing thereon the committee finds that
such rule or portion of the rule is beyond or contrary to the statutory authority of the agency
which promulgated therule, or isinconsistent withthelegidativeintent of the authorizing statute.
The genera assembly may reinstate such rule by concurrent resolution signed by the governor.]
No rule or portion of a rule promulgated pursuant to the authority of this section shall
become effective unlessit hasbeen promulgated pur suant tothe provisionsof chapter 536,
RSMo.

301.131. 1. Any motor vehicle over twenty-five years old which is owned solely as a
collector'sitemand whichisused and intended to be used for exhibition and educational purposes
shall be permanently registered upon payment of aregistration fee of twenty-five
dollars. Upon the transfer of the title to any such vehicle the registration shall be canceled and
the license plates issued therefor shall be returned to the director of revenue.

2. The owner of any such vehicle shall file an application in a form prescribed by the
director, if such vehicle meets the requirements of this section, and a certificate of registration
shall be issued therefor. Such certificate need not specify the horsepower of the motor vehicle.

3. Thedirector shall issue to the owner of any motor vehicle registered pursuant to this
section the same number of license plates which would be issued with a regular annual
registration, containing the number assigned to the registration certificate issued by the director
of revenue. Such license plates shall be kept securely attached to the motor vehicle registered



hereunder. [The advisory committee established in section 301.129 shall determine the
characteristic features of such license plates for vehicles registered pursuant to the provisions of
this section so that they may be recognized as such, except that] Such license plates shall be made
with fully reflective material with a common color scheme and design, shall be clearly visible at
night, and shall be aesthetically attractive, as prescribed by section 301.130.

4. Historic vehicles may be driven to and from repair facilities one hundred miles from
the vehicle's location, and in addition may be driven up to one thousand miles per year for
personal use. Theowner of the historic vehicle shall be responsible for keeping alog of the miles
driven for personal use each calendar year. Such log must be kept in the historic vehicle when
the vehicle is driven on any state road. The historic vehicle's mileage driven in an antique auto
tour or event and mileage driven to and from such atour or event shall not be considered mileage
drivenfor the purpase of the mileage limitationsinthis section. Violation of thissectionisaclass
C misdemeanor and in additionto any other penalties prescribed by law, upon conviction thereof,
the director of revenue shall revoke the historic maotor vehicle license plates of such violator
which were issued pursuant to this section.

5. Notwithstanding any provisions of this section to the contrary, any person possessing
alicense plateissued by the state of Missouri [prior to 1979] that isover twenty-fiveyearsold,
in which the year of the issuance of such plate is consistent with the year of the manufacture of
the vehicle, the owner of the vehicle may register such plate as[apersonalized plate by following
the procedures for personalized license plate registration and paying the same fees as prescribed
insection 301.144] an historic vehicle plateasset for th in subsections1 and 2 of thissection,
provided that the configur ation of letter s, number sor combination of letter sand numbers
of such plate are not identical to the configuration of letters, numbersor combination of
letter sand number s of any platesalready issued to an owner by thedirector. Such license
plate shall not berequired to possessthe characteristic featuresof reflective material and common
color scheme and design as prescribed in section 301.130. The owner of the historic vehicle
register ed pur suant tothissubsection shall keep thecertificateof registration in thevehicle
at all times. Thecertificateof registration shall be primafacieevidencethat thevehiclehas
been properly registered with the director and that all fees have been paid.

301.132. 1. Any motor vehicle manufactured in 1948 or beforewhichismodified for safe
road use, including but not limited to modifications to the drive train, suspension, brake system,
and any safety or comfort apparatus and whichisnot owned solely asacollector'sitemand which
is not used or intended to be used solely.for exhibition and educational purposes only, may be
specialy registered as a"street rod" upon payment of an annual fee equal to the fee charged for
personalized license plates in section 301.144 in addition to the regular annual registration fees.
Upon the transfer of thetitle to any such vehicle the registration shall be canceled and the license
plates issued therefor shall be returned to the director of revenue.

2. The owner of any such vehicle shall file an application in a form prescribed by the
director[, verified by affidavit, providing] and shall certify that such vehicle meets the
requirements which shall be issued by the director for classification as a "street rod”, and a
certificate of registration shall be issued therefor.

3. Thedirector shall issueto the owner of any motor vehicleregistered[under] pur suant
to this section two license plates containing the number assigned to the registration certificate
issued by the director of revenue, and the following words: "Street Rod'[, " State of Missouri"].
Such license plates shal be kept securely attached to the motor vehicle registered hereunder.

301.142. 1. Asusedinthissectiontheterm"physically disabled" meansanatural person
who is a blind person, as defined in section 8.700, RSMo, or a natural person with disabilities
which limit or impair the ability to walk, as determined by a licensed physician as follows:

(1) The person cannot walk fifty feet without stopping to rest; or

(2) The person cannot walk without the use of, or assistancefrom, abrace, cane, crutch,
another person, prosthetic device, wheelchair, or other assistive device; or

(3) Isrestricted by lung disease to such an extent that the person's forced respiratory
expiratory volume for one second, when measured by spirometry, is less than one liter, or the
arterial oxygen tension is less than sixty mm/hg on room air at rest; or

(4) Uses portable oxygen; or

(5) Has a cardiac condition to the extent that the person's functional limitations are
classified in severity as class |11 or class IV according to standards set by the American Heart
Association; or

(6) Isseverely limited in the applicant's ability to walk due to an arthritic, neurological,
or orthopedic condition.

2. "Temporarily disabled person” means a physically disabled person whose disability or
incapacity can be expected to last for-not morethan one hundred eighty days.

3. Owners of motor vehicles who are residents of the state of Missouri, and who are
physically disabled, owners of motor vehicles operated at least fifty percent of the time by a
physically disabled person, or owners of motor vehicles used to transport physically disabled
members of the owner's household may obtain disabled person license plates. Such owners, upon
application, accompanied by the documents and fees provided for in this section, and by state
motor vehicle laws relating to registration and licensing of motor vehicles shall be issued motor
vehicle license plates for vehicles, other than commercial vehicles with agross weight in excess
of twenty-four thousand pounds, upon which shall' be inscribed the international wheelchair
accessihility symbol and the word." disabled" in addition to acombination of letters and numbers.
Such license plates shall be made with fully reflectivematerial with acommon color scheme and
design, shall be clearly visible at night, and shall be aesthetically attractive, as prescribed by
section 301.130. Handicapped parking places may only be used when a physically disabled
occupant is in the motor vehicle at the time of parking or when a physically disabled person is
being delivered or collected by a properly marked vehicle which is parked for the sole use of the
physically disabled person. No vehicle shall park inthe accessaide. Such parking violation shall
be aninfraction. The use of avehicle displaying a disabled license plate or windshield placard to
park inaparking space designated for the disabled by aperson not transporting the individual for
whomthe license or placard wasissued shall be aninfraction. Upon conviction thereof, violators
shall be punished by a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more than three hundred dollars.

4. No additional fee shall be paid to the director of revenue for the issuance of the special
license plates provided in this section, except for special personalized license plates and other



license plates described in this subsection. Priority for any specific set of specia license plates
shall be given to the applicant who received the number in the immediately preceding license
period subject to the applicant's compliance with the provisions of this section and any applicable
rules or regulations issued by the director. If determined feasible by the advisory committee
established in section 301.129, any special license plate issued pursuant to this section may be
adapted to also include the international wheelchair accessibility symbol and the word "disabled"
as prescribed in subsection 3 of this section and such plate may be issued to any applicant who
meetsthe requirements of this section and the other appropriate provision of this chapter, subject
to the requirements and fees of the appropriate provision of this chapter.

5. Any physically disabled person, or the parent or guardian of any such person, or any
not for profit group, organization, or other entity which transports more than one physically
disabled person, may-apply to the director-of revenue for aremovable windshield placard to be
hung from the rearview mirror-of aparked motor-vehicle:. Whenthereisno rearview mirror, the
placard shall be displayed on the dashboard on the driver's side. The removable windshield
placard shall conform to the specifications, in respect to size, color, and content, as set forth in
federal regulations published by the Department of Transportation. The fee for each removable
windshield placard shall be two dollars and the removable windshield placard shall be renewed
every year. Only one removable placard may be issued to an applicant who has been issued
disabled person license plates. Upon request, one additional windshield placard shall be issued
to an applicant who has not been issued disabled person license plates. A temporary windshield
placard shall be issued to any physicaly disabled person, or the parent or guardian of any such
person who otherwise qualifies except that the physical disability, in the opinion of the physician,
isnot expected to exceed aperiod of one hundred eighty days. Thetemporary windshield placard
shall conform to the specifications;-in-respect-to size; color, and content, as set forth in federa
regulations published by the Department of Transportation. Thefeefor thetemporary windshield
placard shall betwo dollars. Upon request, one additional temporary windshield placard shall be
issued to an applicant. Temporary windshield placards shall be issued upon presentation of the
physician's statement provided by this section and shal be displayed in the same manner as
removable windshield placards. A person or entity shall be qualified to possess and display a
temporary removable windshield placard for six months and the placard may be renewed oncefor
an additional six months if a physician's statement pursuant to subsection 6 of this section is
supplied to the director of revenue at the time of renewal. The placard shall be renewable only
by the person or entity to whichthe placard was originally issued. Any placard issued pursuant
to this section shall only be used when a physically disabled occupant is in the motor vehicle at
the time of parking or when a physically disabled person is being delivered or collected by a
properly marked vehicle which is parked for the sole use of the physically disabled person.

6. Application for license plates or windshield placards issued pursuant to this section
shall be made to the director of revenue and shall be accompanied by a statement signed by a
licensed physician which certifiesthat the applicant, user, or member of the applicant's household
is a physically disabled person as defined by this section. The physician's statement shall be on
aform prescribed by the director of revenue which shall include the physician's license number.
If it is the professional opinion of the physician who issues the statement that the physical
disability of the applicant, user, or member of the applicant's household is permanent, this shall
be noted on the statement. 1n suchinstances, the applicant shall present the physician's statement
which states that the applicant's disability is permanent to the director of revenue the first time



the applicant appliesfor license plates or aremovable windshield placard. The applicant shall not
be required to obtain a new physician's statement each time that the applicant applies for or
renews license plates or a removable windshield placard; but, the applicant shall present a
physician'sstatement each timethe applicant appliesfor atemporary windshield placard or renews
atemporary windshield placard. Such physician's statement shall state the expiration datefor the
temporary windshield placard. If the physicianfailsto record an expiration date onthe physician's
statement, the director shall issue the temporary windshield placard for a period of thirty days.
The director of revenue upon receiving a physician's statement pursuant to this subsection shall
check with the state board of registration for the healing arts created in section 334.120, RSMo,
or the Missouri state board of chiropractic examiners established in section 331.090, RSMo, with
respect to physician's statementssigned by licensed chiropractors, or with the board of optometry
established in section-336:130, RSMo, with'respect to physician's statements signed by licensed
optometrists, or the state board of podiatric medicine created in-section 330.100, RSMo, with
respect to physician's statements signed by physicians of the foot or podiatrists to determine
whether the physicianisduly licensed and registered pursuant to law. Theboardsshall cooperate
withthedirector and shall supply information requested pursuant to thissubsection. Thedirector
may, in cooperationwith the boardswhich shal assist thedirector, establish alist of all physicians
namesand of any other information necessary to administer this subsection withinthe department
of revenue if the director determines that such listing is necessary to carry out the provisions of
this subsection.

7. Where the owner's application is based on the fact that the vehicleis used at least fifty
percent of thetime by aphysically disabled person, the applicant shall submit[an affidavit stating]
astatement to thisfact, in addition to the physician's statement. The[affidavit] statement shall
be signed by both the owner of the vehicle and the physically disabled person. The applicant shall
be required to submit this [affidavit] statement with each application for license plates.

8. Thedirector of revenue shall enter into reciprocity agreements with other states for
the purpose of recognizing disabled person license plates or windshield placards issued to
physically disabled persons in those states.

9. When a person to whom disabled person license plates or a removable or temporary
windshield placard or both have been issued dies, the personal representative of such person shall
returnthe platesor placardsor bothto the director of revenue under penalty of law. Thedirector
of revenue may order any person issued disabled person license plates or windshield placards to
submit to an examination by achiropractor, osteopath, or physician, or to such other investigation
aswill determine whether such person qualifiesfor the special plates or placards. If such person
refusesto submit or isfound to no longer qualify for specia platesor placards provided for inthis
section, the director of revenue shall collect the special platesor placards, and shall furnish license
plates to replace the ones collected as provided by this chapter.

10. Intheevent aremovable or temporary windshield placardislost, stolen, or mutilated,
the lawful holder thereof shall, within five days, file with the director of revenue an application
and an affidavit stating such fact, in order to purchase anew placard. Thefeefor the replacement
windshield placard shall be two dollars.

11. Beginning after September 1, 1998, and prior to August 31, 1999, the director of
revenue shall authorize a one-time recertification and review of all permanent disabled person
license plates and windshield placards, including physician's license numbers and related
information that the director has on file pursuant to subsection 6 of this section to determine if



such numbersand information are current and correct. Thedirector shall requirethe presentation
of a new physician's statement and other information deemed necessary by the director to
administer the provisions of this section. The recertification and review shall be conducted in a
manner as determined by the director.

12. Fraudulent application, renewal, issuance, procurement or use of disabled person
license plates or windshield placards shall be aclass A misdemeanor. It isaclass B misdemeanor
for a physician, chiropractor, podiatrist or optometrist to certify that an individual or family
member is qualified for alicense plate or windshield placard based on a disability, the diagnosis
of which is outside their scope of practice or if there is no basis for the diagnosis.

[301.144. 1. The director of revenue shal establish and issue special
personalized license plates containing letters or numbers or combinations of letters
and numbers; not to exceed six charactersin length. Any person desiring to obtain
a special personalized license plate for any ' meotor: vehicle other than a commercial
motor vehicle licensed for more than twelve thousand pounds shall apply to the
director of revenue on aform provided by the director and shall pay a fee of fifteen
dollarsin addition to theregular registration fees.

Anowner shall make anew application and pay anew
fee each year he desires to obtain or retain special personalized license plates,
however, notwithstanding-the provisions-of subsection 8 of section 301.130 to the
contrary, the director shall allow the special personalized license platesto bereplaced
with new plates every three years without any additional charge, above the fee
established in this section, to the renewa applicant. Any person currently in
possession of an approved personalized license plate shall have first priority on that
particular plate for each of thefollowing yearsthat timely and appropriate application
is made.

2. No personalized license plates shall be issued containing any letters,
numbers or combination of letters and numbers which are obscene, profane,
inflammatory or contrary.to public policy. The director may recall any personalized
license plates, including those issued priorto August 28, 1992, if he determines that
the plates are obscene, profane, inflammatory or contrary to public policy. Wherethe
director recalls such plates under the provisions of this subsection, he shall reissue
personalized license plates to the owner of the motor vehicle for which they were
issued at no charge, if the new plates proposed by the owner of the motor vehicle
meet the standardsestablished under this section. Nothing contained inthissubsection
shall be interpreted to prohibit the use of license plates, which are no longer valid for
registration purposes, as collector's items or for decorative purposes.

3. The director may also establish categories of specialized personalized
license plates from which license plates may beissued. Any such person that desires
a special personalized license plate from any such category shall pay the same
additional fee and make the same kind of application as that required by subsection

Such placard
shall bear a number and shall be in such form as the director of revenue shall
determine, and shall be only used for demonstrations when displayed substantially as
provided for number plates on the rear of the motor vehicle or trailer.]

exempt from the additional feerequired for personalized license plates. Upon application
for a personalized plate by the owner_of a motor vehicle for which the owner has no
registration plateavailablefor transfer asprescribed by section 301.140, the dir ector shall
issue atemporary permit authorizing the operation of the motor vehicle, for a period not
to exceed thirty days. The director of revenue shal issue rules and regulations setting the
standards and establishing the procedure for application for and issuance of the [special]
personalized license plates and shall provide a deadline each year for the applications. [No rule
or regulation promulgated pursuant to this section shall become effective until approved by the
joint committee on administrativerules.] Noruleor portion of arule promulgated pur suant
to the authority of this section shall become effective unless it has been promulgated
pur suant to the provisions of chapter 536, RSMo. No two owners shall be issued identical
plates. Anowner shall make a new application and pay a new fee each year heor she desiresto
obtain or retain[special] personalized license plates, however, notwithstanding the provisions of
subsection 8 of section 301.130 to the contrary, the director shall allow the[ special] personalized



license plates to be replaced with new plates every three years without any additional charge,
above the fee established in this section, to the renewal applicant. Any person currently in
possession of an approved personalized license plate shall have first priority on that particular
plate for each of the following years that timely and appropriate application is made.

2. No personalized license plates shall be issued containing any letters, numbers or
combination of letters and numbers which are obscene, profane, inflammatory or contrary to
public policy. Thedirector may recall any personalized license plates, including thoseissued prior
to August 28, 1992, if he or she determines that the plates are obscene, profane, inflammatory
or contrary to public policy. Where the director recalls such plates [under] pursuant to the
provisions of this subsection, he or she shall reissue personalized license plates to the owner of
the motor vehicle for which they were issued a no charge, if the new plates proposed by the
owner of the motor vehicle meet the standards established [under] pursuant to this section.

4. The director of revenue shall issue to residents of the state of Missouri who hold an
unrevoked and unexpired official amateur radio license issued by the Federal Communications
Commission, upon application and upon payment of the additional fee specified in subsection 1
of this section, [special personalized] except for a person exempted from the additional fee
pursuant to subsection 1 of this section, motor vehicle license plates bearing the official
amateur radio call lettersassigned by the Federal Communications Commission[to the applicant]
and thewords" AMATEUR RADIQO" in place of thewords" SHOW-ME STATE". The
application shall be accompanied by [an affidavit] a statement stating that the applicant has an
unrevoked and unexpired amateur radio license issued by the Federal Communications
Commission and the officia .radio” call letters assigned by the Federal Communications
Commission to the applicant.

5. Notwithstanding any other provisiontothe contrary, any businesslisted in subsection
1 of section 301.570 that repossesses motor vehiclesor trailers and sells or otherwise disposes
of them shall beissued aplacard displaying theword "Repossessed”, provided such business pays
the fees presently required of a manufacturer, distributor, or dealer in section 301.560. Such
placard shall bear a number and shall be in such form as the director of revenue shal determine,
and shall be only used for demonstrations when displayed substantially as provided for number
plates on the rear of the motor vehicle or trailer.

301.145. Any person who has been awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor may
apply for [special] Congressional M edal of Honor motor vehicle license plates for any motor
vehicle [he] the per son owns, either solely or jointly, other thanan apportioned motor vehicle
or a commercia [vehiclesweighing over twelve] motor vehicle licensed in excess of eighteen
thousand poundg|, as provided in this section] gross weight. Any such person shall make
application for the [special] license plates on a form provided by the director of revenue and



furnish such proof of receipt of the Congressional Medal of Honor as the director may require.
Thedirector shall thenissuelicense plates bearing the words"CONGRESSIONAL MEDAL OF
HONOR" [inaform prescribed by the advisory committee established in section 301.129, except
that]. Suchlicense platesshall be madewithfully reflective material with acommon color scheme
and design, shall be clearly visible at night, and shall be aesthetically attractive, as

prescribed by section 301.130. There shall be no fee charged for platesissued pursuant to
thissection. Notwithstanding the provisions of section 301.144, no additional fee shall be
char ged for the per sonalization of licenseplatesissued pur suant tothissection. Thereshall
be no limit on the number of license plates any per son qualified pursuant to this section
may obtain solong aseach set of platesissued pur suant tothissection isissued for vehicles
owned solely or jointly by such person.

301.192. 1. Inaddition to any other requirements of section 301.190, when application
is made for a certificate of ownershipfor amotor vehicle or trailer seven yearsold or older and
the value of vehicle does not exceed three thousand dollars, for which no record of any prior
application for a certificate of ownership exists in the records of the director of revenue or for
which the records of the director of revenue reflect incomplete or conflicting documentation of
ownership, the director of revenue may issue a certificate of ownership, not lessthan thirty days
after receiving the completed application, provided it is accompanied by:

(1) [Anaffidavit] A statement explaining how the motor vehicle or trailer was acquired
and the reasons a valid certificate of ownership cannot be furnished;

(2) Presentation of al evidence of ownership in the applicant's possession;

(3) Title verification from a state in which the vehicle was previoudly titled or registered
if known, provided the vehicle was so previously titled or registered,;

The vehicle examination shall
include a verification of the vehicle's identification number and a determination that the vehicle
has not been reported stolen in Missouri or any other state. The fee for the vehicle examination
certificate shall be twenty-five dollars and shall be collected by the director of revenue at thetime
of the request for the application;

(6) A statement certifying theodometer reading of the motor vehicleif lessthantenyears
of age; and

(7) A surety bond or a suitable financial security instrument in aform prescribed by the
director of revenue and executed by the applicant and a person authorized to conduct surety
business in this state. The bond shall be an amount equal to two times the value of the vehicle
asdetermined by the Kelly Blue Book, NADA Used Car Guide or two appraisalsfrom alicensed
motor vehicle dealer. The bond shall be for a minimum of one hundred dollars and conditioned
to indemnify any prior owner or lienholder and any subsequent purchaser of the vehicle or person
acquiring any security interest in it, and their respective successors in interest, against any
expense, loss or damage including reasonable attorneys fees, by reason of the issuance of the
certificate of ownership of the vehicle or on account of any defect in or undisclosed security
interest upontheright, titleand interest of the applicant inand to the vehicle. Any suchinterested
person has a right of action to recover on the bond for any breach of its conditions, but the
aggregate liability of the surety to all persons shall not exceed the amount of the bond. The bond
shall be returned at the end of three years, unless the department has been notified of the



pendency of an action to recover on the bond.

2. Upon satisfaction with the genuineness of the application and supporting documents,
the director of revenue shall issue a new certificate of ownership. The certificate of ownership
shall appropriately be designated with the words "BONDED VEHICLE".

301.215. 1. When the holder of any indebtedness secured by a security agreement or
other contract for security covering a motor vehicle or trailer repossesses the motor vehicle or
trailer either by legal process or in accordance with the terms of a contract authorizing the
repossession of the vehiclewithout legal process, the holder may obtain acertificate of ownership
fromthe director of revenue upon presentation of (1) an application which shall be upon a blank
formfurnished by the director of revenue and shall contain afull description of the motor vehicle
or trailer and the manufacturer's or other identifying number; (2) [an affidavit] a statement of the
holder that the debtor defaulted in payment of thedebt, and that the holder repossessed the motor
vehicle or trailer either by legalprocess or in‘accordance with the terms of the contract, and the
specific address where the vehicle or trailer is held; and (3) the original or a conformed or
photostatic copy of the original of the security agreement or other contract for security and the
instrument or instruments evidencing theindebtedness secured by the security agreement or other
contract for security. Thedirector may by regulation prescribe for theinclusion in either or both
the application or [affidavit] statement any other information [that he from time to time deems]
deemed necessary or advisable and may prescribe that the [affidavit] statement be part of the
application.

2. Upon the holder's presentation of the papers and payment of a fee of ten dollars, the
director of revenue, if [heig] satisfied with the genuineness of the papers, shall issue and deliver
to the holder a certificate of ownership which shall be in its usual form except it shall be clearly
captioned "Repossessed Title"; provided, however that unlessthe applicationisaccompanied by
the written consent, acknowledged before an officer authorized to take acknowledgments, of the
owners and other lienholders, if any, of the motor vehicle or trailer as shown by the last prior

The application for
repossessed title may be withdrawn by the applicant at any time beforethe granting thereof. Each
repossessed title so issued shall for all purposes be treated as an original certificate of ownership
and shall supersede the outstanding certificate of ownership, if any, and duplicatesthereof, if any,
on the motor vehicle or trailer, al of which shall become null and void.

3. Inany case wherethereisno certificate of ownership or duplicate thereof outstanding
inthe name of the debtor on the repossessed motor vehicleor trailer, thedirector of revenue shall
issue a repossessed title to the holder and shall proceed to collect all unpaid fees, taxes, charges
and penalties from the debtor as provided in section 301.190.

301.300. 1. Inevent of the loss, theft, mutilation or destruction of any certificate of
ownership, number plate, tab or set of tabsissued by the director of revenue, the lawful holder
thereof shall, within five days, file with the director of revenue, [an affidavit] a statement



showing such fact, and shall, on the payment of a fee of eight dollars and fifty cents, obtain a
duplicate or replacement of such plate, certificate, tab or set of tabs. Any duplicate certificate
issued for any "motor vehicle primarily for business use", as defined in section 301.010, shall be
issued only to the owner of record.

2. Upon filing [affidavit] a statement of lost, stolen, mutilated or destroyed certificate
of registration, the director of revenue shall issue to the lawful owner aduplicate or replacement
thereof upon payment of afee of eight dollars and fifty cents.

Municipal license taxes; including the cost of plates, stickers
and notaria fees shall not exceed the amountsin effect on September 28, 1985, or the amounts
approved by the voters of the municipality on or after September 28, 1985, whichever isgreater.

2. Upon approval of the voters of any city, the amount of the motor vehicle license tax
imposed by such city shall be:

(1) Uniform for all motor vehicles; or

(2) At three different rates for passenger cars, trucks, and motorcycles; or

motor vehicles and the tonnage of commercial motor vehicles.

3. Other provisions of the law to the contrary notwithstanding, any motor vehiclelicense
tax imposed by any city may, by ordinance recommended by the license collector of such city, be
included as a charge on bills issued-for-personal property taxes and may be collected, with and
in the same payment as personal property taxes, by the collector of revenue. The collector of
revenue may collect delinquent receiptsof such motor vehiclelicensetaxes, and penaltiesthereon,
in the same manner and form as provided by law for the collection of delinquent ad valorem
property taxes.

4. No municipal license tax shall be collected from a resident of any municipality for
motor vehicles used exclusively outside of such municipality, and that fact may be shown by [an
affidavit] a statement of the motor vehicle owner for the purpose of securing astateregistration
certificate without producing areceipt for municipal licensetaxes. When the owner of any motor

5.  Municipalities may impose occupation taxes on the business of transporting
passengers, freight and merchandise for hire carried on within their limits, and may measure such
taxes by the number of motor vehicles engaged in such transportation.

6. At no time shall any municipality proposeapercentageincreaseinthe municipal license
tax on commercia motor vehicles higher than that of other motor vehicles.

7. Inlieu of thelicensetax prescribed pursuant to this section, the governing body of any
city in which the voters of the city have approved such a license tax may submit to the qualified
voters of the city a proposal to either increase the city property tax levy imposed pursuant to
sections94.010t0 94.330, RSMo, or increasethe city salestax levied pursuant to sections94.510



to 94.550, RSMo, by an amount to generate approximately the same amount of revenue as the
license tax prescribed by this section generates. No such proposal shall become effective unless
and until the majority of the qualified voters in the city approve such proposal at a citywide
election held for such purpose. Any proposal approved by the voters shall cause the property or
sales tax to increase by the approved amount and shall cause the motor vehicle license tax
imposed pursuant to this section to be eliminated in that city.

301.370. 1. Nothing in sections 301.010 to 301.440 shall be construed to prohibit the
owner of aduly registered motor vehicle from removing the motor or engine from such vehicle
and replacing it with anew or reconditioned motor or engine of the same make or manufacture.

301.441. Any person who is a retired-member of the United States Army, Navy, Air
Force, Marine Corpsor Coast Guard may apply for [issuance of specidl] retired military motor
vehicle license plates for any [passenger motor vehicle subject to the registration fees provided
in section 301.055, or for anonlocal property carrying] motor vehiclethe person owns, either
solely or jointly, other than an apportioned motor vehicle or a commercia motor vehicle
licensed [for a gross weight of nine thousand one pounds to twelve] in excess of eighteen
thousand pounds[asprovided in section 301.057, whether such vehicleisowned solely or jointly]
grossweight.

Any legal resident of the state of Missouri who isaveteran of serviceinthe
armed forces of the United States and has been honorably discharged from such service and who
isaformer prisoner-of war-and any legal resident of the state of Missouri who isaformer prisoner
of war and who was a United States citizen not in the'armed forces of the United States during
such timeis, upon filing an application for registration together with such information and proof
inthe form of astatement from the United States V eterans Administration or the Department of
Defense or any other form of proof as the director may require, entitled to receive annually one
certificate of registration and one set of license plates or other evidence of registration as
provided in section 301.130 for [amotor] any motor vehiclethe person owns, either solely or
jointly, other than an apportioned motor vehicle or a commercial motor vehicle licensed in
excess of [twelve] eighteen thousand poundsgrossweight. There shall be no fee charged forthe
first set of license platesissued [under.the provisions of] pur suant to this section, but a fee of
fifteen dollars in addition to the regular registration fees may be charged for each
subsequent set of license platesissued pur suant tothissection for each other vehicleowned
and titled tosuch per son.
